Have you ever noticed the ads in OST by Buck- 
master Publishing for a microfilm set of 


QsT dating from December 1915? 1 bave boon 
‘watching that ad for several years, and always had a 
hankering to place an order. it currently sella for $425 
and yearly updates are available for $10. 


Buckmaster also sell a battery operated band held 
viewer for $75 or a desk model for $220. The hand 
held version sounded like a real tiresome method and. 
the deck model seemed too expensive. 


Since firet reading that ad, Ihave been keeping my 
eyee open for a good used microfiche reader. A. 
couple of weeks ago, I came across one in mint 
condition at a small college bookstore. They bad just 
ewitebed to a ter eyetem for and 
rdering inkoemation. The aking pee S80 and it 
included two spare bulbe So - needless to eay, the 
microfiche reader now occupies a prime positica in 
my shack, 
A little plastic card and one phone call later and 
an order to Buckmaster was completed. I was 
|when the microfilm eet arrived in two days 
by US Postal Priority mail. Although, $425 seems 
a lot of plastic, if broken down by years (64), it ie 
only a little over $7 per year. 


The quality of the microfiche is good to excellent 
for the written word. It is recorded on the microfilm 
as a negative image and photographs come out a 
negatives That isa bit of a dis tment and does 
detract somewhat from the reading pleasure. It ia not 
‘as convenient as thumbing through a magazine, but 
‘my shack is not big enough to store a 64 year collec- 
tion even ifyou could find a complete set Buckmaster 
has a satisfaction guarantee or your money back, but 
Thave no plans to return my set. CQ, Hamradio, 73 
magazine, and the American radio amateur callbook 
are also available on microfilm from Buckmaster. 


In the past few days I have skimmed through the 
inaues of QST December 1915 to December 1923. It 
‘was fun seeing how the ARRL and OST rapidly 


infancy. And the problem, then aa now, waa due 
Primarily to consumer electronics inadequately en- 
{pineered to reject out of band signals. It wae amazing 
‘how rapidly radio progressed in those eight years 


Although their equipment was primitive by todays 
standards, they were on the cutting edge of technol- 
ogy. I wonder if we can say the same today? I now 
feel closer to those long silent keys and have a better 
appreciation for the part that the ARRL played in 
amateur radioe development and preservation. It ia 
recommended reading for all hama. 


1 enjoy reading about ham radio almost as much 
‘an any other aspect of the hobby. The next 58 years of 
QST microfilm is eure to provide a lot of entertain- 
‘ment. The Buckmaster QST microfilm set is nat a 
must buy item for every ham. There are 

‘afew other nuts out there, who like myself would find 
it worth having in their library. The set would aloo 
make a fine additioa to any radio club or public 
library.

“THE VIEW FROM THE PEAK" 
by Geonge Hinds, N8CIX 


°ON DUTY" WITH A COLORADO STATE 
PATROL TROOPER... 

‘A member of the Mountain ARCbere in Teller 
‘County was allowed to ride along with a trooper 
recently. Special permission was required; earlier 
‘assistance to the Patrol in radio matters proved help- 
ful in obtaining the OK. 


‘What's it like to ride with a state trooper? 
Interesting and educational, certainly. To the ham 
radio rider, there were no dull moments in what was 
‘evidently a routine tour of duty for the trooper. 


‘The primary reeponsibility of the Colorado 
State Patrol it road patrol and traffic law enforce- 
ment. One obvious leeson quickly learned when we 
‘swung into action: it's lees than emart to rely on a 
radar detector to always save one from speeding 
‘ickots-- that’s a risky undertaking! It's much wiser 
(and lees of a drain ca the wallet) to stay within the 
‘speed limit! ‘Troopers may be checking apeed with 
"Vascar®, "instant-on” radar and sometimes are sided 
by aircraft, 


Did you know that 50% of epeeding tickets 
issued are to drivers relying on so-called "radar 
detectors"to escape detection? So, when you see an 
advertising tign along the road extolling the merits of 
‘buyingsome brand of *fail-eafe” radar detector, think 
of it not ae a billboard, but a bullboard. 

‘Most impressive to the ham rider: over and 
‘over the trooper demonstrated uncanny accuracy in 
calling out his estimated speed of cars and trucks 
rolling along the highway, then mapping on the radar 
to verify his estimate — time after time ight 
on the dot or to within a mile or two the speed of the 
approaching vehicle, even when the patrol car was in 
motion. 


‘This fellow had been a state trooper for 23 
‘years; all in the Pilose Peak region. He knowe every 
‘nook and cranny in his territory. Troopers take their 
Job seriourly; it wae evident they don't write tickets 
‘unless the violation(s) warrants. Quickly it was ob- 
vious that reckless driving in our Colorado mountain 
‘woo't be easured. In fact, one of our "iraffic stops" 
during this tour of duty was a neighbor of the trooper. 
Tt may have been painful to both, but that epeeding 
violation in the 45 mph. Ute Pase canyon, with 
‘grades in excess of 7% and sharp curves, resulted in 
citation. It'e unquestionably a dangerous place for 
excessive speed. 

“It’s tough to cite people who are obvious 
decent ctinonn ute nota bro cla what hayes 
in accidenta when otherwise good people forget or 
ignore good judgement and common sense in driv- 
ing,* the trooper commented. “A citation today may 


bbe the leanon they need that will prevent my having to 
complete an injury or fatality accident report on them 
tomorrow." During the hours on patrol, several traf- 
ficstopawere made and citations tanued. Ina warning 
instead of 2 citation pomible? Yes, in some cases 
with extenuating circumstances the driver of a car 
‘with a burned-out light was warned and directed to 
bhave it replaced at the next service station. 


At all times the patrotman was easy-going in 
manner, but very professional and firm in his contact 
with those pulled over. "I try to treat people with 
respect ae I expect to be treated by them; some few 
times a person won't let you do that and then I deal 
‘with it a5 beet I can”. After 73 years, you can bet he's 
heard all the excuses in the book! 


‘Much time can be consumed by troopers when an 
‘ordinary traffic stop becomes something more 
seriou. Distance, time and necemary procedures 
‘can chew up an evening on duty; not every minute ia 
‘spent on actual patrol. This wan demonstrated by one 
‘of the many traffic stops made that evening. A 
‘motorist was pulled over for speeding. Talkingtoand 
‘observing the driver, it seemed thia stop could be a 
possible case of driving under the influence. 


‘To make thie determination, it wae necessary 
that he be taken for a teat at the Woodland Park 
police station. Once there, be passed the teat and so 
‘was not booked for driving while under the influence. 
However, it turned out there were several other ac- 
tive offenses outstanding on hia record. Then it was 
‘off to jail at the county seat about 25 milea distant at 
Cripple Creek where he wae booked and 
under confinement. Almost three hours were spent 
in this procedure. 

‘Then back on patrol again. In fact, no break 
‘was taken in the time on duty for a ‘coffee stop”. 
Luckily, 100, this night there were no reports to take 
Of cars striking elk or deer (or horses or cattle on the 
toad) as sometimes happens in this area. 


‘The shift ended and the ham rider was dropped 
‘off Because of the shortage of personnel, our 
trooper was at home but on call for another four 
hours in case of emergency. There is no such 
‘a8 a two-man car, day or night, despite the wild and 
looely territory covered where help is often far away 
should a trooper get in trouble. Neither is he (or she) 
equipped with a walkie-talkie and an in-car mobile 
repeater to rely on when stepping away from the 
patrol car at a traffic stop. The ever-present danger 
results in tense moments for troopers. 


One happy result: it brings about close 
cooperation between state patrol troopers and other 
law enforcement people. With more and more multi- 
channel scanning radioa showing up today in most 
police care thia inter- dependence is made easier. It's 
a very hazardous job at times when just one trooper 


may be available to cover parts of three mountain 
countios aa does the trooper in thia story, over 8,000 
square miles of potential trouble. 


Wildlife officers, rangers and county sheriffa 
‘work in cooperation with state troopers, using the 
‘VHF hi-band state-wide frequency to communicate 
between care. Illegal cutting of timber and night 
Poaching of deer, bear and elk is a problem in 

80 mutual aid is essential, especially when 
patrolmen from any of these agencies is on a run 
involving armed poachers deep in the forest on roads 
far from towns. Because amateur radio and public 
service are intertwined, it's no surprise that many 
‘amateurs listen to the patrol frequencies justin case 

situation arises where they may be able to help out 
in someway. 


EASY LISTENING ON VHE/UHF 


Bob Witte, KBOCY 


Many of the new VHF and UHF transceivers and 
HT s have extended coverage receive capability 
which allows you to listen outnide the ham banda. 
‘Typically, an extended cpverage two meter rig 
receives up to about 174 MHZ, which covers public 
service frequencies (police, fire, etc.) and the 
weather band. Dual band (2 meter & 440 Mhr) 
tranceivers cover even more frequencies. 


I recently purchased a Keewood TM-231A 2 
meter rig with extended coverage, which simul- 
taneouly serves the functions of 2-meter transceiver 
‘and police scanner. (It turn cut that up here in 
Monument most of the public service frequencies 
are on VHF) Especially when the winter storms 
‘blow through, it is useful (and interesting) to monitor 
the authorities as they attemp to keep the highways 
open.

SPURIOUS EMISSIONS 
from Bob Witte, KBOCY 


The equipment manufacturers have finally 
started to a feature that has been on my 
‘wish list for a long time -- the implementation of a 
DTMF selective call system. How many times have 
you wanted to monitor a repeater or simplex fre- 
quency but got worn down by the idle chitchat? A. 
selective call eystern would mute the receiver audio 
Luntil someone was specifically calling you. Kenwood 
implemeated uch s systecs with fv DCS (Digital 
Coded Squelch), but that eyatem (oddly enough) 
required you to have a late model Kenwood 
transceiver. Systems such as CTCSS (sub-audible 
tones) can be used to some extent, but these are not 

retransmitted by your local repeater. The 
obvious (?) answer is to use DTMF tones since 
almost everyone already has the encoder on their 
radio. Both loom and Kenwood have recently intro- 
duced VHF/UHF radion which have some form of 
DTMF activated equelch. 


Here is unsolicited product idea: an attractively 
2 Meter FM base transceiver. There are 
curreatly only two types of VHF/UHF transceivers 
available. One ia the FM only or all mode mobile 
radio and the other is the all mode base transceiver 
(usually optimized for satellite use). So what do all 
Of the amateure do for a radio in the old hamahack? 
Moat operate FM only, so they buy an FM mobile 
radio and add a 12 volt power supply. The thing eita 
there with its speaker pointed downward and ite 
microphone dangling down the side of the deck. 
‘What they really needs an FM transceiver packaped 
appropriately for hone use. This means that the 12 
‘volt power supply i built in, the speaker facee the 
front of the radio and the ‘has a handy 
resting spot on the side of the radio. But, you say, & 
mobile radio can also be used in the family car. That 
may be true, but many amateure end up with a 2 
Meter rig in every car, © handheld radio in each 
pocket anda radio in every room of the house. (Well, 
ot really, but you get the point) By the way, if the 
radiowas packaged correctly, you might even be able 
to talk the spouse into leaving it in a handy place like 
the kitchen or family room, instead of equirreling it 
away in the basement. 


What if there was a radio contest where the 
‘winning station dida’t run a kilowatt with monoband 
antennas cn all bands? How about having « contest 
where the station capability (in terms of power and 
antenna) is kept constant and the key factor is the 
‘operator's skill? Thia is similar to certain classes of 
automobile races where everyone has similar equip- 
‘ment. Or like a eailboat race where everyone sails the 
same model boat or at least conforms to the same 
‘boat length/sail area equation. Maybe then we could

find out who the real first-rate conteaters are, inde- 
pendent of equipment. Nab, it will never happen. 
Weil, how about DXCC endorsements for 
thame that use leas than 100 watts and a non-rotatable 
antenna? 


‘The hard-core experimenters get short changed 
in the award 7 You know the type: the ones 
that spend their entire weekend in the basement 
making some obscure circuit work. Finally, they put 
the latest on the air for about 2 minutes, 
verify that it works and start on the next project.

El Paso County Tower Ordinance 


After over a year of waiting to hear from the County Planning 
Department regarding the proposed new tower ordinances that were 
due to go to the County Commissioners last spring, we now have 
found out that the Planning and Land Use Department people are 
quietly trying to send the proposal back through the County 
Planning Commission again. 


According to Ken Rowburg on the Land Planning staff, the reason 
they are sending the document back through the Planning Commission 
is to address the “one-half mile limitation." The intent of this 
issue is to ensure that, according to the document passed by the 
Planning Commission, compliance would be verified that there would 
be no towers over 60 feet within one-half mile of each other with- 
out the issuance of a special variance. They want to impose a 
$25-$35 fee that would enable a staff member from the Land Use 
Department to physically check to see if there were any other 
towers within one-half mile of the proposed tower. 


The one-half mile limitation clause was inserted by an Assistant 
County Attorney to "ensure that homeowners! aesthetic rights would 
be preserved." What this means is that if you were to put up a 
tower of 60 feet, which under the new statutes would be legal to 
do, then another ham who lived within one-half mile of you would 
not be able to put up any tower over 30 feet without a special 
variance granted from the Planning Commission. 


As an amateur committee, we were opposed to this clause; and since 
the Land Planning Department is seeking to bring it up again 
before the Planning Commission and impose a charge for verifica- 
tion of compliance, we feel that this is carrying the limitation 
to unrealistic limits.
